Shoebuiy ‘Coastal Park’ campaign launched 


SOUTHEND residents are 
being asked for their views 
on turning parts of Shoe- 
bury into a coastal park. 

Two outreach sessions are 
to take place this month for 
residents to speak with 
council officers about if and 
how they use the Shoebury 
Common North area, as 
well as give ideas about how 
it could be improved in 
future. 

The Shoeburyness Coastal 
Community Team, a repre¬ 
sentative group of local 
organisations and stake¬ 
holders, has a vision for 
Shoeburyness that it be 
recognised and promoted as 
a coastal park. 

To support this aim, 
Southend Council is look¬ 
ing at how the common is 
used, and what could be 
done to provide an 
enhanced recreational offer 
for the community, resi¬ 
dents and visitors through¬ 
out the year. 


Cllr Ann Holland, execu¬ 
tive councillor for culture, 
tourism and the economy, 
said: “Shoebury Common 
North is a great environ¬ 
mental and recreational 
asset - but more could be 
done to make it a destina¬ 
tion of choice for local peo¬ 
ple and visitors. 

“That’s why we are 
pleased to support the hard 
work of the Shoeburyness 
Coastal Community Team 
and give local people a 
voice in the future direction 
of the common. 

“The more people who 
take part in the consultation. 


the more able we will be to 
bring forward a plan that 
accurately reflects the wish¬ 
es of local people in any 
future funding bids.” 

The sessions are taking 
place in the car park of 
Shoebury Common South, 
iust off Shoebury Common 
Road. 

They will be on Thursday 
August 11, between 12pm 
and 3pm, and Saturday 
August 20, between 9am 
and 11am.

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Report: patient safety 
has been compromised 

CQC concerned over staffing levels, but impressed with emergency services

THE TRUST that runs 
Southend Hospital has been 
given the tag of ‘requires 
improvement’ following an 
inspection of its services. 

Inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
visited in January to inspect 
the core services run by 
Southend University Hospi¬ 
tal NHS Foundation Trust. 

CQC chief inspector of 
hospitals, Professor Mike 
Richards, said that shortfalls 
in staffing had “compro¬ 
mised patient safety”. 

He said: “Our inspectors 
found that despite some 
areas of good practice, sever¬ 
al improvements were need¬ 
ed at Southend University 
Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

“Staffing numbers were 


not adequate to meet 
patients’ needs. The identi¬ 
fied shortfalls compromised 
patient safety. However, the 
trust responded promptly 
when we identified the con¬ 
cern.” 

Prof Richards said the trust 
was on a “high state of esca¬ 
lation” during the inspection 
because of an increased 
number of patients coming to 
the hospital - and that the sit¬ 
uation had existed for some 
time beforehand. 

Among other key findings 
was that the increase in the 
number of beds at the trust 
had put additional strain on 
services and staff 

There were also a high 
number of elective surgery 
cancellations in addition to 
clinic cancellations. 


Prof Richards said there 
were several areas of good 
practice and that inspectors 
had been impressed with the 
urgent and emergency ser¬ 
vices, which were rated as 
‘outstanding’. 

He added: “The leadership 
and team in these depart¬ 


ments worked well, and 
effective governance prac¬ 
tices ensured risks were iden¬ 
tified and managed. 

“Across the trust, staff went 
the extra mile for patients 
and demonstrated caring and 
compassionate attitudes. 
Patients were aware of their 


treatment plans and had suf¬ 
ficient information. National 
guidelines were well embed¬ 
ded, used and demonstrated. 

Sue Hardy, the hospital’s 
chief executive, said: “I am 
delighted the report recog¬ 
nises the fantastic caring 
nature of our staff and that 
the services we provide are 
rated as ‘good’. 

“The report also reflects 
the things we told the CQC 
inspection team we were 
working to change. No area 
was rated as inadequate.” 

Recommended improve¬ 
ments included making suf¬ 
ficient staff available and 
ensuring there were suffi¬ 
cient numbers of suitably 
qualified nurses available at 
all times on palliative and 
end-of-life wards.

The club was taken on a tour of the 
grounds and into the hospital, meeting 
the iconic Chelsea Pensioners and 
having lunch with them in the mess 
hall.

with money raised from a charity golf 
day in June at Ballard’s Gore golf 
course. 

SSAFA volunteer and Southend Vet¬ 
erans’ Club founder Michele Everett 
said: “The veterans enjoyed lots of 
laughter. They chatted to many of the 
Chelsea pensioners, whose sense of 
humour was the lasting memory.”

Garden assault 

• POLICE are appealing for 
information after a man was 
attacked in his front garden by a 
cyclist in Shoeburyness. 

The 42-year-old victim intervened 
in a verbal row between two men, a 
motorist and cyclist, at around 6pm 
on July 23. 

The cyclist then entered the 
victim’s garden in Hospital Road 
and struck him with a bicycle chain 
and padlock, hitting him several 
times and causing bruising to the 
head and back. 

The suspect was described as 
white, aged in his early 50s, around 
6ft 2ins tall, of stocky build and 
grey haired with a side parting. 

He wore a pink vest with dark 
orange shorts and sandals, and was 
riding a silver Claud Butler 
mountain bicycle.

Phoney warning 

• FIREFIGHTERS have reassured 
residents that they will respond to 
emergency calls involving solar 
panels. 

Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service issued the notice after 
several UK fire services received 
concerned telephone calls. 

The calls were made after 
telemarketers contacted people with 
solar panels on their roofs and 
claimed firefighters would not 
attend fires caused by old solar 
equipment. 

The cold callers told people they 
needed to upgrade their old panels 
as firefighters would not go near 
them due to the risk of electrocution. 

Neil Fenwick, head of community 
safety for the Essex service, said: 
“Our crews will always turn out to 
a fire and have procedures to deal 
with every type of incident - 
including those involving electrical 
currents. There is absolutely no 
need to spend thousands on a new 
system.”

A SOUTHEND man has set up a 24- 
hour tennis event to raise at least £2,500 
for charity.

The event will raise money for 
Parkinson’s UK, a cause close to Andy’s 
heart as his father Frank has lived with 
the disease for around 12 years. 

Andy said; “I have watched as this ter¬ 
rible condition has slowly taken away 
both his and my mum’s, who is now his 
main carer, quality of life. 

“Now I feel that I must do something 
to help others with Parkinson’s. 

“Having never had the urge to run a 
marathon or jump out of a plane. I’ve 
never really done anything big for chari-

ty before. So, I got to thinking what 
could I do? and that’s how Tennis24 
came about.” 

As well as the tennis, there will be a 
barbecue, raffles, guess-the-score com¬ 
petitions and stalls.

“As the UK’s Parkinson’s research and 
support charity, we’re leading the way to 
find better treatments and ultimately a 
cure, but our work wouldn’t be possible 
without fundraisers like Andy.

Van drivers at risk from caij ackers can call 999 while driving 


VAN drivers are being advised to call 
police while driving as they may be in 
danger from a gang posing as police 
officers. 

Essex Police say van drivers appear to 
be at greater risk from the carj ackers 
who are posing as undercover officers, 
pulling drivers over and robbing them. 

Chief Inspector Nick Fee, head of road 
policing, said van drivers calling police 
would not face prosecution. 

He said: “The law states that you can¬ 
not use your mobile phone whilst dri¬ 
ving. However, we have discretion we 
can apply and if someone is in genuine 


fear of their life, we would take a sensi¬ 
ble approach in those circumstances.” 

The force last week warned road users 
to be wary after two drivers were pulled 
over by what appeared to be unmarked 
police cars but were regular cars being 
driven by robbers. 

Police said both vehicles targeted were 
vans and have reassessed the risk to non¬ 
van drivers as low. 

DCI Stuart Smith advised van drivers 
to call the police control room and veri¬ 
fy whether an apparent unmarked police 
car was genuine before pulling over. 

He said: “My advice to drivers of vans 


in particular is to remain alert and vigi¬ 
lant and try to establish whether 
unmarked vehicles are genuine with our 
control room, while remaining compli¬ 
ant with the police vehicle before stop¬ 
ping if you are concerned.” 

On Saturday, July 23, a Mercedes 
Sprinter van was pulled over and stolen 
between junctions 7 and 8 on the Ml 1 by 
four men claiming to be police.The two 
occupants were left unhurt at the side of 
the road after the robbers, one of whom 
was armed with a gun, stole the van. 

On Monday, July 25, three men in a sil¬ 
ver Ford Mondeo with a flashing blue 


light pulled over a Volkswagen 
Transporter between junctions 28 and 27 
of the M25. No weapons were seen but 
the men had handcuffs. Two men stole 
the van while the other took the car. 

The force temporarily suspended the 
use of unmarked police cars after the 
incidents but is now using them again. 

DCI Smith said: “Since the two motor¬ 
way incidents there have been no further 
reports of vehicle robberies in the coun¬ 
ty, prompting us to review this matter.” 

Anyone with information about either 
of the two robberies can call the serious 
crime directorate by calling 101.

Flats named after soldier

SUPER tankers have been given per¬ 
mission to deliver “hazardous” fuel at 
a new deep water jetty off Canvey. 

Castle Point Council has approved a 
deep water jetty development at Oikos 
Storage Limited, Haven Road. 

Oikos was granted permission to 
store 243,000 tonnes of fuel in 2013. 

The company will now demolish 12 
storage tanks, which will be replaced 
to accommodate an increase in liquid 
petroleum products. 

New pipes fitted along the sea wall 
will mean the closure of the footpath. 

A report presented to councillors at 
a meeting said: “The current proposal 
would provide an opportunity for 
maintaining energy supplies into this 
part of the country and would add 
resilience to a relatively restricted 
import facility network.” 


The terrestrial works, including the 
demolition and reconstruction of 12 
storage tanks, is set to take 20 months. 

Cllr Norman Smith, of Boyce ward, 
said: “My concern is more about the 
construction and the 20 months of dis¬ 
ruption to the local residents. 

“We need to deal with that issue and 
make sure that our council is listening 
to our residents with any disruption, 
any issues that they have and that 
Oikos will respond to those issues.” 

St James’ ward councillor Bill Sharp 
said that the new tanks would be 
“enhanced, improved, upgraded, and 
safer” than were there now. 

He added: “I will only be supportive 
of this on the basis that there are 
improvements to the safety issues that 
come forward.” 

The plans had been recommended 
for approval subject to conditions by 
the council’s planning officer Kim 
Fisher. 


Objections had been raised by the 
Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds (RSPB), which said that Oikos 
had not provided enough information 
to understand the potential impact of 
the work on Thames Estuary and 
Marshes Special Protection Area 
(SPA), Benfleet and Southend SPA or 
Holehaven Creek Site of Special 
Scientific Interest. 

Letters of objection were also 
received from residents, who raised 
issues such as noise, traffic and the 
environmental impact. 

After debating the application for 
around two hours in the council cham¬ 
ber, Kiln Road, Thundersley, the com¬ 
mittee members voted in favour of 
approval by six votes to three with one 
abstention. 

Colin Horton, managing director of 
Oikos, said: “We welcome the deci¬ 
sion as part of our continued commit¬ 
ment to Canvey Island.”

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Dragon adds fire to remake 


PETE’S DRAGON (PG, 103 mins) 

D O you believe in dragons? 
You certainly will by the 
conclusion of David 
Lowery’s charnning fantasy 
adventure, which reworks the 
beloved 1977 Disney musical of 
the same name as a rip-roaring 
story of devotion between an 
orphaned boy and his mythical 
protector. 

State-of-the-art special effects 
magically bring to life the titular 
behemoth - a gargantuan fluffy 
green beast, whose inquisitive 
and playful demeanour suggests 
it might be the love child of Sulley 
from Monsters, Inc. and Falkor 
the luckdragon in The 
Neverending Story. 

Lowery’s film possesses a simi¬ 
lar sense of wonder as those two 
family favourites, underscored 
with life lessons about the self- 
sacrifice that springs naturally 
from an enduring friendship. 

The lean script, co-written by 
the director and Toby Halbrooks, 
is punctuated with thrilling action 
sequences and doesn’t saturate 
the screen with mawkish senti¬ 
mentality. 

In fact, the film delivers a ham¬ 
mer blow of heartbreaking emo¬ 
tion in the sombre opening 
sequence to rival the animations 
Bambi and Up. 

Very young children may need a 
comforting snuggle as life and 
death skip hand-in-hand in these 
beautifully crafted frames. 


A little boy called Pete (Levi 
Alexander) is orphaned in a road 
accident and left to fend for him¬ 
self in the forest that buffers the 
community of Millhaven. 

The helpless and tearful child is 
rescued from a pack of hungry 
wolves by a green dragon, which 
the boy names Elliott after a char¬ 
acter in his picture book. 

For six years, Pete (now played 
by Oakes Fegley) and Elliott grow 
up side-by-side beneath the for¬ 
est’s lush canopy until a logging 
operation led by lumber mill 
owner Jack Meacham (Wes 
Bentley) and his brother Gavin 
(Karl Urban) disturbs the peace. 

Jack’s wife Grace (Bryce Dallas 
Howard), who is a forest ranger, 
discovers Pete living wild and 
spirits him back to civilisation. 

The orphan bonds with her 
daughter Natalie (Oona Laurence) 
and father (Robert Bedford), who 
claims to have seen a dragon 
many years ago. 

Grace has always rejected the 
old man’s outlandish tale. 

“Just because you can’t see 
something doesn’t mean it’s not 
there,” he reminds her. 

However, the ranger cannot 
believe in the existence of mythical 
beasts, even when Pete draws a 
crayon picture of his best friend. 

“I know those woods like the 
back of my hand,” Grace tells her 
husband Jack. “I couldn’t have 
missed a dragon.” 

Pete’s Dragon casts a heady 
spell by combining solid, old-

New Astra a fine all-rounder 



By Robin Roberts 


THE more-for-less new Vauxhall Astra 
series has already proved a big hit with 
drivers and pundits. 

Winner of the coveted European Car of 
the Year Award for 2016 the latest seventh 
generation hatchback and sports-tourer 
line-up includes new cleaner engines in 
lighter and roonnier bodies, nnore safety 
and convenience technology, and at lower 
prices. 

The new Astra is built at Vauxhall’s facto¬ 
ry in Ellesnnere Port, Cheshire, and is the 
result of a £140nnillion investnnent which 
will safeguard 2,000 jobs for 10 years and 
see £70nn going to UK suppliers with 
another 800 people making parts for the 
new cars. 

Three million Astras have been bought in 
Britain in 36 years and account for one-in¬ 
eight family hatchbacks on our roads. 

The new Astra range has Vauxhall’s 
OnStar system, a 24/7 back-up and cus¬ 
tomer assistance service based at its 
headquarters in Luton. 

OnStar effectively turns the vehicle into a 
wi-fi 4G mobile hotspot providing real-time 
service and other advice, emergency aid 
and the ability to stop the car if reported 
stolen. Users get Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto for Intellilink infotainment. 

Drivers can specify for some £1,500 the 


newest “intelligent” LED headlights which 
use a camera and sensors to read the road 
and automatically adjust beams to prevent 
dazzle. 

The powertrains on the new Astra use 
five or six-speed manual gearboxes or a 
six-speed automatic mated to a choice of 
petrol and diesel engines from a 105ps 1.0 
litre turbo to new aluminium 1.4 and 1.6 
petrol units and the updated 1.6 litre whis¬ 
per-diesel in 110, 136 or 160ps versions. 


There are Design, Tech Line, Energy, SRi, 
SRi Nav, Elite and Elite Nav trim levels 
from under £16,000 on the road. 

Vauxhall believes the SRi will be the most 
popular and although slightly smaller than 
the previous model, the new Astra is 
roomier inside, particularly for rear seat 
passengers and the boot remains from 370 
to 1,210 litres to satisfy business drivers. 

The SRi comes with sports seats, cruise 
control and air conditioning as standard 


and starts at £18,540 with the new 1.0- 
turbo under the bonnet. It is a lively engine 
with a distinctive three-cylinder growl and 
will do a sterling job in light traffic and kept 
the motorway limit without trouble when 
accelerating. Everyday fuel economy in the 
mid-40s is easily achievable. 

While the SRi makes no pretence at 
being a hot hatch, it certainly delivers plen¬ 
ty of driver satisfaction. Cornering is tidy 
and leech-like with light steering. 

Bumps are ironed out much better than 
previous Astras and the ride is composed 
and compliant without being over-soft, so 
roll angles are kept well within check. 

Overall, the new Astra is a fine all- 
rounder and well-equipped to challenge 
tough competition from the likes of the 
Focus and Golf.

SOUTHEND United made a dis¬ 
appointing start to their Sky Bet 
League One campaign as impres¬ 
sive Gillingham eased to a 3-1 
victory at Roots Hall Stadium. 

Blues manager Phil Brown 
included new signings Mark 
Oxley, Jason Demetriou, Simon 
Cox and Jermaine McGlashan in 
the starting line-up. 

And despite untidy and frantic 
early exchanges, Blues started 
the brighter. 

Adam Barrett tamely nodded 
off-target, while David Mooney 
fluffed his lines in front of goal 
as the home side created the 
clearer openings. 

Gills defender Max Ehmer was 
quick to respond, heading clear 
after Stephen McLaughlin’s trou¬ 
blesome free-kick offered further 
threat. 

At the other end, Cody 
McDonald was unable to direct 
Paul Konchesky’s centre goal- 
wards as the visitors countered. 

Former Gills man McGlashan 
tested goalkeeper Stuart Nelson’s 
resolve with a low drive, as the 
Blues continued to ask the stern¬ 
er questions, and just after the 
20-minute mark they grabbed the 
advantage. 

McLaughlin’s speculative 


effort from distance eluded 
Nelson and nestled in the bottom 
comer of the net, much to the 
delight of the Roots Hall faithful. 

Blues clearly had the bit 
between their teeth. Nelson pro¬ 
duced a brilliant reaction save to 
keep out Mooney’s powerful 
header, while Ryan Leonard was 
off-target following up. 

But with their first meaningful 
attempt on goal, former Arsenal 
man Jay Emmanuel-Thomas 
swept Konchesky’s flag-kick low 
beyond Oxley to level the con¬ 
test. 

Gillingham started the second 
period as they finished the first. 

Ehmer arrived to direct Ryan 
Jackson’s long throw past 
Oxley’s outstretched gloves. 

Soon after, Emmanuel-Thomas 
curled over as the Gills continued 
to seize the initiative from the 
home side. 

Blues were hanging grimly on 
as Gillingham launched wave 
after wave of attacks. Skipper 
Josh Wright was wayward with 
an effort from distance, while 
Mark Byrne’s attempt was 
deflected behind. 

But the Blues had lost their 
way. Cox’s snapshot fizzed over 
as they looked for a way back 
into the game, while Gills substi¬ 
tute Rory Donnelly almost prof¬ 
ited from a mix-up between 
Oxley and Adam Thompson as 
the visitors looked to seal the 


points. With their next foray for¬ 
ward that’s exactly what they did. 

Emmanuel Osadebe exchanged 
passes with Emmanuel-Thomas 
before slotting past Oxley to put 
the contest beyond reasonable 
doubt and sparking a mass exo¬ 
dus among the home fans.

You don’t win a game by 
half-time, but it could have been 
over and done with. The second 
half was, not unacceptable, just 
questionable why certain charac¬ 
ters in the team didn’t produce 
and laid down. 

“I was impressed with the way 
we played in the first half. But 
they’ve got a divine right to play 
in the game of football, they 
came out of the traps better in the 
second half and showed us that 
they are a decent side.” 

Blues goalscorer McLaughlin 
said: “It’s bittersweet really, but 
we are disappointed with the 
result. 

“First half we were far the bet¬ 
ter team.

chances, the keeper made a good 
save from one of them. 

“If we take them, we go two or 
three-nil up and the game is dead 
and buried.”
